thé Rue Tronchet, the Rue Auber 
and the Boulevard Haussmann, one 
of the busiest sections of Paris, dis- 
appeared, leaving an opening thirty 
feet long and fifteen feet wide into 
which the water from a broken main 
poured in a torrent. A pedestrian 


fell in, but was quickly dragged to a | 


place of safety, 

A sewer burst alongside the sub- 
way in the Rue de Rivoli, putting it 
out of commission, Another burst 
in the Rue Boissy d’Anglas, carrying 
away many feet of the pavement and 
flooding the new subway line under 
the Place de la Concord, 

The thunderstorm was one of re- 
markable violence and raged over 
Paris for three hours. It caused enor- 
mous damage to property. *

A HISTORIC BELL. 


From the Guerriere to the Constitution, 
Then to a Mill. 

One would hardly expect to find an 
object of historic interest in so pro 
saic a place as a New England mill— 
an object older than the oldest title of 
the English peerage, an object made 
before the English parliament was 
formed. Yet such an object is in daily 
use In a factory at Saylesville, R. I. It 
is a bell, whose history is a most in- 
teresting one. Around the bell, about 
four inches from the crown, is this su- 
perscription: “Peter Secest Amsterdam, 
Anno 1263, me fecit.” 

The date, together with other well 
authenticated facts, leads to the belief 
that the bell was long used in a con- 
vent belfry in England and was ta‘ten 
therefrom for public use during the 
reformation.

“I came across a bed wrench at a 
second band curlosity shop uptown the 
other day.” said un old timer, “and it 
took me back to the boyhood days at 
one jump. 

“Don't know what a bed wrench is? 
Of course you don't. Nobody born of 
; That's because 
they never had to put up u cord bed- 
stead—bhad the privilege of sleeping in 

bed it held. 

“The cord bedstead was a joy. Next 
to putting up the stovepipe or putting 
down the carpet with the base of a 
flatiron for a hammer to pound the 
leather hended tacks in with, the as- 
sembling of the cord bedstead of our 
daddies was the job that called for the 
most peremptory giving of all the 
Christian virtues a vacation until the 
job was done. 

“The cord bedstead was the favorite 
bedstead of commerce in those days. 
Briefly described. there were four 
posts of any height or girth to suit the 
person or his pocket. Anywhere from 
three to four feet from the floor a bole 
was bored in two sides of each post 
facing each otber when the footboard 
and hendboard posts were stood up to 
be connected. The holes were bored 
with a thread to take the screw out on 
the ends of the connecting pieces at 
the sides and ends of the bedstead. 

“These connecting pieces were round, 
and on what was to be the top of them 
when tbe bedsgeud was set up was a 
row of pegs sfiaped Iike so many mush- 
rooms. A hole about an inch In digme- 
ter ran through each of the four con- 
necting pieces. When the bedstead was 
assembled by the fitting of the con- 
necting pieces into the holes in the 
posts and screwed up tight and in 
place by means of a stout stick thrust 
through the holes In the round pleces 
the bed was ready to be corded up, and 
then the wrencb came into play. 

“Tho bed wrench was something like 
a stout wooden hand vise. The cord, a 
rope like a clothesline, but of better 
quality, was run around the mushroom 
like pegs, which were a few inebes 
apart, and lengthwise and crosswise 
from connecting plece to connecting 
piece, like a big meshed net. 

“But the cord couldn't be drawn taut 
enough with the bands, and so daddy 
o& big brother Bill, or perhaps the 
hired man, grabbed the wrench, tan- 
gled it up somewhere in a part of the 
cord where the tautening up process 
was to begin and by persistent lever- 
age around and about the bedstead at 
last wrenched the cord te a condition 
of satisfactory tnutness, and the tu- 
mult and the shouting died.

How French Knife Grinders Keop 
Warm While at Work. 

Every visitor to one. of the great 
Paris stores will have noticed counters 
covered with table cutlery of the char- 
acteristic French pattern—broad, curv- 
ed blades and horn or black bone han- 
dles, excellent steel and very cheup. 
Almost all this is made at Thiers aud 
by hand But there is no external 
sign of manufacture, and a traveler 
might pass through the town without 
suspecting a great industry. 

The swift flowing Durolle supplies 
power at the bottom of a deep and 
narrow gorge, on the steep side of 
which the apparently sleepy town is 
built. At one story below street level 
we came to the forges of the chief 
firm. Here, with extraordinary quick: 
ness and skill the knives are hand 
forged — blade, hilt and tang — from 
steel bar, then tempered one by one, 
and two stories lower down, at river 
level, in a long, dark, damp cellar, they 
are ground, and it is the method of 
this process, unique so far as I know, 
that makes the industry of Thiers 
worth a moment's description. 

The river turns a score of emery 
wheels about a yard in diameter, and 
above each of these Js a narrow, slop- 
ing platform ‘six feet long and two 
wide. Along each of these, flat and 
face downward, lay a grinder, man or 
woman, grasping a blade by the two 
ends and pressing it by the whole 
weight of the body against the re 
volving wheel just below. ‘The long 
row of stretched out bodies gave a 
grim impression of something be 
tween a field hospital and a mortuary. 

The foreman assured us that it was 
much easier work thus to press 
against tlie wheel by one's weight than 
to sit and press by the force of one's 
arms. But to lie thus almost motion- 
less all day long in a dank cellar, far 
below the ground level, is about as 
dreary and unhealthy a way for a bu- 
man being to pass his life as can be 
imdgined. The place itself cannot be 
warmed, but fo keep at least a little 
heat in their bodies and stave off 
rheumatism as long as possible the 
grinders have adopted the extruordi- 
nary expedient of training dogs to lie 
all day upon them—dogs of all sorts 
and sizes. There they lay. curled up 
on tbe backs of \their owners’ thighs.

YOUNG MARES FOR 
BROOD PURPOSES

In bis book on “Management and 
Breeding of Horses” M. W. 
has this to say on the breeding of two- 


_ year-old fillies: 


Among practical horse breeders there 
is much difference of vpinion as to the 
udvisability of breeding a two-year-old 
mare. 
breeding of a filly at so early ap age 
tends to retard her development, that 
she will not make so lurge or vigorous 
an anima! us she otherwise would and 
that the foal is bundicapped in its de- 
velopment because of haying an im- 
mature dam. On the other band, there 
ure breeders whu state that early preg- 
nancy has a tendency to stimulate the 
development of the dam, to increase 
the fertility, and that the first foal, if 
from a filly at least three years of age, 
stands just us good a chance as the 
first foal from a mature mare. 

From experience it seems that the 
practicability of breeding a two-year- 
old filly depends on at least three fac- 
tors—the breed, the individuality of 
the mare and the object sought. Asa 
rule, horses of the heavy type mature 
younger’ than those of the light type. 
A draft filly at two years of age is 
often as mature as a trotting, running 
or saddle filly at three years of age. 
Individual mares differ in the way 
they mature, as a smoothly turned, 
finished one develops 
much younger than a rough, coarse 
und growtby individual. Maturity is 
influenced by the feed and care. A 
filly that is kept growing continuously

On the other hand; if working 
with grades and the object is to pro- 
duce draft horses for the market there 
is no reason why fillies cannot be bred 
at two years of age if they tre well 
grown agd mature and their owner Is 
willing to feed and care for them prop- 
erly during their pregnancy, 

Perhaps one reason for much of the 
discussion as to the wisdom of breed- 
ing « mare at two years of age is 
from the fact that fillies at this age 
breed with much difficulty. From prac- 
tical experience it seems that only 
about one filly out of four will con- 
ceive at so early an age. 


SHRINKAGE OF CATTLE. 


Animals Lose 3.to 6 Per Cent In Going 
to Market. 

After weighing 19,000 cattle in 265° 
shipments, government experts have 
concluded that the normal shrinkage 
of cattle in shipment is from 3 to 6 
per cent. There are no exceptions to 
this rule, and no one can say before- 
hand just how much cattle will shrink 
in going to the market. It depends 
on the treatment of the cattle, the 
length of time they are held without 
feed or water, the nature of their feed 
before loading, the character of the 
trip to market, the distance shipped 
und the time of arrival. 

The shrinkage of the first twenty- 
four hours is greater than for any sub- 
sequent twenty-four hours. Steers gen- 
erally shrink a little Jess than cows of 
the same weight. Fed cattle and range 
cattle shrink about equally. There is 
no way to prevent shrinkage, but care- 
ful bandling and good feeding will 
keep it within reasonable bounds. 

One of the chief causes of heavy 
shrinkage is a too severe drive to the 
loading pen, especially during the hot 
wether, 





How to Fight a Bull.
